New York Post's "Washington special 


says: Beports received here from Al- 
aska show the action of Congress ia or- 
ganizing the Territorial Government 
has already had a wonderful effect there. 
The government will probably be or- 
ganized during the Autumn. It is be- 
lieved M»j. Howell will be asked to 
send an exploration part} to the Terri- 
tory to secure a better knowledge of its 
geography and resources. 


According to carefully complied stat- 


istics the number of suicides in the 
United States during the month of 
Much, April and May was 423. Of this 
number 32 were assigned to business 
trouble, the same number to dissipation, 
83 to insanity, and so on. The male 
suicides greatly outnumbered the female 
there having bean 324 of the former out 
of the whole number repoted. In point 
of nationality the American, led with 
221. the Germrns following with 91, 
and the English with 19. The remain- 
der •were scattered amoug seventeen 
other nationalities. In disproof of the 
theory that dark deeds shun the light, 
it is stated that 280 suicides were com- 
mitted by daylight and 148 at night- In 
ten oases the crime of suicide was con- 
nected with that of murder.

One of the strongest points in the Rs- 


publioftn platform and in Mr. Blaine'a 
lettm- of aoceptaaoe is the pronounced 
and unequivocal stand taken in favor of 
the protection of American industry, not 
alone through 
the medium of tariff 


votes but in the exclusion of servile con- 
tract labor. This does not suit the lead- 
ing Democratic papers, and still less the 
Independent dudes, who are frightened 
at the sight of a man with a jack plane 
and go into conniption fits if they acci- 
dentally brush sleeves -with a laboring 
man. 
The influx of Poles, Hungarians 


and Italians into Pennsylvania where 
they live in the utmost filth and degrada- 
tion and have reduced wages of laborers 
from $1 75 to 60 bents per day, and the 
failure of Congress to pass a law against 
foreign contract or pauper 
contract, 


labor is creating a great deal of discon- 
tent among the American workmen who 
suffer from the unequal competition, and 
the effect is to strengthen the Republi- 
can cause with the laboring classes 
throughout the country. The Pennsyl- 
vania laborers are experiencing tlia sume 
disastrous results that the influx of Chi- 
nese has imposed upon their brethren of 
the Pacific Coast. A statement of the 
manner in which the degraded laborers 


' of Pennsylvania are brought here ia that 


they sign in their own countries to come 
here and work for sixty cenls a day. 


As the contractor pays steerage fare 


and railroad travel, and deducts it as 
they earn it, frequently he draws the 
wages and gets sixty-five cents per head 
and puya them the balance, deducting S3 
per month on each man, until the fares 
have been paid. Along the new Schuylkil! 
Valley Railroad below Reudiug, hun- 
dreds of huts can be seen for miles, 
leaking like so many Indian villages. 
The men eat on the co-operative plan. 
Living rarely costs more than thirty 
cents per week. The majority don't like 
America. 
A Polish saloon-keeper says 


the great majority have no business 
cnmnitv nor education, and are fit only 
lor hard work. Tney come to America 
to wu« only for a few years, until they 
have saved enough to make them almost 
independent at home, and then go back 
to Europe. 
An industrious man can 


send home $100 yearly, uud expucts to 
have $1,000 in five years. Then he cau 
go home and live ensy on his small for- 
tune. 


There can be but one result of this 


system if its continuance be permitted, 
and that will be to drive the Auiuricau 
laborers to starvation and desperation. 
Like the Chinese, these 'importations 
have no interest in onr country or its in- 
stitutions, civil, political or religious!. 
They only come here to "make a stake" 
and taku their earnings back to their 
homes. One would suppose that this 
condition of affairs would appeal to thv 
sympathies', and arouse the indignation o 
every American citizen, but Mr. Cleve- 
land's supporters insist that it is right 
and proper. 


The New York Herald, which files 


the names of Cleveland and Heudricks 
at the head of its columns, says: 


"The condition of the mining rations 


of Pennsylvania mill Ohio will doubt- 
less serve the Rapubliuuu sttiinp-spftib- 
era as examples of what follows wlK-n: 
labor is pBfiuitted to be imported under 
ooutruct. It is true that labcir, which 
costs $1 25 per duy, has been BUrplnnt- 
ed by labor that is paid only sixty cents 
per day anu even lues, It is trim thi* 
lubor is supplied chiefly by Hungarians 
but only a small number of them have 
been brought under contract. They 
are good laborers, but cheap; and be- 
cause they are cheap are persecuted. 
The Herald admits that they don't in- 
tand to stay ic the country, and thtu 
they send nearly ull they earn out of it 
and asks: 'Is it meant thiit the llnpub- 
lioan party is willing to shut oat volun- 
tary immigration?' " 


This is a distinct de'enae of the ser- 


vile labor system, as opposed to that of 
free Americans. Whether they come 
voluntarily or not, is not the queetion, 
if they become a plague aud a nui- 
sance. 


The Times, another Cleveland paper, 


saya: 


"The importation of men, able and 


willing to \rork under contract, to work 
out their passage ru n«y although it nor* 
rifles Elaine and Logan and California 
hoodlums, is not a grave public daugar." 


This characterization of workingmeu 


as hoodlums ia a favorite 'one with the 
Times and its dude constituency. 


The Evening Post, another Cleveland 


paper, opposes legislation against the 
infamous contract spsteui, and says : 


"Contract • labor ia simply another 


word for labor, aud that the United 
States will deliberately undertake to 
prohibit immigration of laboring men 
we shall .believe when we see it.'.', It 
lays, ironically: "Better adopt the 
anti-Chinese plan. We forbid 
the 


Chinese to come here, why not the j 
Poles, Hungarians and Italians, and 
i 


any other nation whose laborers are 
willing to work for too little pay?1' 


Now the style of reasoning is philo- 


sophical and consistent from the Demo- 
cratic standpoints. If we »ro to have 
free trade in products which come into 
competition 
with 
American 
labor, 


thereby driving it out of employment, 
why not have free trade in labor itself. 
It would simply accomplish the same 
end by more direct means. The theory 
that it is to our advantage to supply* 
our needs at the cheapest rates, will 
apply as well to labor as to meichan- 
dise if that reasoning be correct. Should 
we venture to suggest that the Ameri- 
can coal miners would be thrown out of 
employment through this system, the 
reply would doubtless be that on the 
other baud there would be a compen- 
sating benefir, in cheaper coal for the 
peoplw, and if the American miners 
coul i not compete with these "frugal 


d industrious" semi-slaves who work 


for GO cents a day au;l live on 30 conts 
a we.'k, th/it is thuir own lookout. Lat 
them "go went and grow up with the 
couutry." The principle applies as 
well to Chinese, as to Hungarian or 
Polish or Italian or auy other imported 
labor. 
The MitiMots givtsu nbjve, from 


tha leading papers that support Cleve- 
land, and whose expiessious against 
the Bupubliuan ticket ara exultaully 
quoted by their Democratic uepspaper 
confraternity, taken in connection with 
the feuoo straddling platform and the 
failure of any of tlio exponents of the 
party's principles (?) to declare how it 
stands ou the tariff and other questions, 
hare set the workmen of the country 
thinking uud thuy aro thinking very 
load.

ing and other contract work requiring 
arduous labor. Many also are employ- 
ed as laborers in the iron mills. 
The 


neglect of Congress to pass a bill against 
foreign contract or pauper contract la- 
bor is creating u great deal of discontent 
among the American-born workmen, 
whose wages are being seriously inter- 
fered with. Heretofore $1 75 was the 
average pay per day in this section. Now 
labor can be had as low as 80 cents for 
eleven hours, while it is a notorious fact 
that in some sections of Eastern Penn- 
sylvania iron-ore minors are paid GO- 
oonts.

The inhabitants of no 
other State of the American Union have 
so many uncertainties of the future as 
we have; and, perhaps, no problem in 
statehood is more difficult of solution 
than that with, which we are now con- 
fronted, to preserve our State Govern- 
ment without oppressive taxation. While 
our Constitution provides that taxation 
shall be equal and uniform, yet this very 
uniformity may be, and often is, made 
onerous and unjust, on the plea that 
there must be a certain amount of money 
raised by taxation for the support of the 
government. While tinder our system 
there may be no relief from this unjust 
criterion, still it violates the clear intent 
of our organic law; hence, the first thing 
required in 
providing 
for 
the 
fu- 


ture of our Stale IK a proper adjustment 
of the taxation of our citinem!. 


While in our mountains, "rock-ribbed 


and ancient as the sun,'' has been found 
the treasure home of the Goddess of For- 
tune, BO long sought for and dreamed of 
yet to-day we realise how illusory ore 
Lopes based on its permimeucy. Tli e 
eyes of the financial woiId for years have 
guzod in wonder upon the millions of 
the precious mctuls added annually to 
the commerce of our time, and it is with 
reluctance they turn away from what 
seemed to bo a never-eliding brilliancy 
of attractiveness.

not our citizenship, in intelligence, en 
duuiuue and enterprise, equal to that o 
any other State? 
Why, then, should w 


despair''1 Let us not center our hopes 
alone ou the Comstock, but look into th
